- choice bit of sculpture it is. In it was an 


old grate, which had its history also, and 
opposite to it the boards from the puipit of 
i:rskinc, were wrought into a kind of side 
table, or something which served that  pur- 
pose. The spaces between the windows 
were decorated with pieces of armor, cross- 
ed swords, and stags’ horns, each one of 
which doubtless had its history. On each 
side of the door, at the bottom of the hall, 
was a Gothic shrine, or niche, in both of 
which stood a figure in complete armor. 

Then we went into the drawing-room; a 
lofty saloon, the woodwork of which is en- 
tirely of cedar, richly wrought; prolably 
another of the author's favorite poetic fun- 
cies. It is adorned with a set of splendid 
antique ebony furniture; cabinet, chairs, 
and piano—the gift of George IV. to the 
poet. | 

We went into his library; a magnificent 
room, on Which, [ sappose, the poet's fancy 
had expended itself! more than any other, 
The roof is of éarved oak, after models 
from Roslin Castle: Here, in a niche, is a 
marble bust of Seott, as we understood, a 
present from Chantrey to the poet; it was 
one of the best and most animated repre- 
sentations of him I ever saw, and very much 
superior to the one under the monument in 
Edinburgh. On expressing my idea to this 
effect, I found I had struck upon a favorite 
notion of the good woman who showed us 
the-establishment; she seemed to be an an- 
cient servant of the house, and appeared to 
entertain a regard for the old laird scarcely 
less than idolatry. One reason why this 
statue is superior is, that it represents his 
noble forehead, which the Edinburgh one 
suffers to be concealed by falling hair: to 
cover such a forehead seems scarcely less 
than a libel. | 

The whole air of this room is fanciful. and 
picturesque in the extreme. The walls are 
entirely filled with the bookcases, there be- 
ing about twenty thousand volumes. A 
small room opens from the library, which 
was Scott’s own private study, His writ- 
ing table stood in the centre, with his ink- 
stand on it, and before it a large, plain, 
black leather arm chair. 

In a glass case, I think in this room, was 
exhibited the suit of clothes he last wore; a 
blue coat with large metal buttons, "plaid 
trousers, and_broad-brimmed hat. Around 
the sides of this room there was a gallery 
of light tracery work; a flight of stairs led 
up to it, and in one corner of it was a door 
which the woman said led to the poet’s bed 
room. QOne seemed to see in all this ar- 
rangement how snug, and eozy, and come 
fortable the poet had thus ensconced him- 
self, to give himself upto his beloved labors 
and poetic dreams. But there was a cold 
and desolate air of order and adjustincnt 
about it which reminds one of the precise 
and chilling arrangements of a room from 
which has just been carried out a corpse ; 
all is silent and deserted. 

The house is at present the property of 


Scott’s only surviving daughter, whose hus- | 
i 


band has assumed the name of Seott. We 


could not learn from our informant whether 


| 
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any Of the family were in the house. We | 


saw only the rooms which are shown to vis- 
itors, and a coldness, like that of death, 
seemed to strike to my heart from their 
chilly solitude. | 

As we went out of the house we passed 
another company of tourists coming in, to 
whom we heard our guide commencing the

The Resources of Japan. 


Foremost among the resources of Japan, 
are its fisheries, The sea and its produc- 
tions, we believe, contribute fully as mnch 
to the sustenance of the natives, as do the 
fruits of the earth—tice, perhaps, excepted. 
One of their productions has a value which 


is not confined to the spot, but extends to |. 


us—-to our enterprise, and our trade—we 
Inern the whale, or as they call it, Audsurt. 
There is nothing of which such extensive 
use is made by the Japanese, both for rich 
aud poor, It is found all around Japan, 
but particularly in the sea Keumano, which 
washes the southern coast of the island of 
Niphon, the most important territory of the 
Empire; and it also prevails in the islands 
of Tsussima and Goto, and upon the coasts 
of Omuro and Nomo, These whales not 
only afford oil in great abundance, but 
their flesh, which is considered very whole- 
some and nutritious, is largely consumed. 
No part of them indeed, is thrown away— 
ull is made available tosome useful purpose 
or another, excepting only the large shoul- 
der’ bone. The skin, which is generally 
black, the flesh, which is red and looks like 
beef; the intestines and the inward parts, 
besides the fat or blubber, which is boiled 
into oil; and the bone which is converted 
to innumerable uses—all is made available 
to purposes of profit. We have gone into 
these few particulars respecting the whale, 
became it is that which has brought our 
countrymen into contact with Japan. Many 


-of our ships have for some considerable 


time past, frequented those seas for captur- 
ing the whale, an occupation which, it. is 
found, might be pursued with great advan- 
tage, under a commercial treaty with the 
government of Japan, whose inhuman laws 
at present not only prevent any assistance 
being rendered to shipwrecked mariners, 
but expose them to positive maltreatment, 
and even to violent death. To obtain re- 
dress in this respect, was the primary ob- 


ject of Commodore Perry’s expedition. 


Japan abounds in natural and artificial 
productions of great value. Its mineral 
riches are enormous, and include metals of 
various kinds, especially gold, silver, and 
copper. Sulphur and nitre are also found 
in large quantities; there is no want of coal, 
and there are precious stones of almost 
every variety; azates, sapphires, jaspers, 
cornelians, and even diamonds; while pearls 
are found in great: plenty among the shells 
along the coast. Then the fertility of the 
soil is very great. The mulberry tree grows 
extensively, and affords food for countless 
myriads of silk worms, The saas:, or pa- 
per tree, serves innumerable useful purposes, 
including the manufacture of cloth, stuffs 
and cordage. The cerust, or varnish tree, 
is another valuable production of the coun- 
try, yielding large quantities of a -milkey' 


juice which the natives employ to varnish, ; 


or japan as we call it, various articles. 
Then there are the bay trees, the camphor 
tree, the fig tree, the cypress tree, with 
very many more, all more or less valuable, 
akd from which a great variety of useful 
things are made, and last, though not least, 
there is the tea shrub, from the leaves of 
which the common drink of the people is 
brewd, and which is capable of yielding: a 
valuable article of commerce. Trees grow- 
ing nuts of various kinds, are abundant; 
the maple is extensive and excellent; bam- 
boos are very plentiful, and of great use, as 
they are everywhere in the Indies; they 
cultivate as much hemp and cotton as they.

The New Territories. 

Kansas.—This territory comprises all 
that district of country west of © Missouri 
and East of New Mexico and Utah, lying 
between the 37th and 40th degrees of north 
latitude. It is 180 milesin breadth, and 
extends west about 800 miles. Its south- 
ern boundary is on a line parallel with the 


mouth of the Ohio river, or ahout fifty | 


miles south of the southern part of Indiana. 
The line of the 40th degree of north lati- 


tude, which is the north line of the Terri-. 


tory, is about ten miles north of Indian- 
apolis. It croses the Missouri river about 
30 miles north-west of St. Josephs, near the 
mouth of the Great Nemcha. The eastern 
part of the Territory is unsurpassed in 
beauty and fertility. Timber at some points 
is scarce. The country is dry, and the soil 
rich and productive. The Missouri washes 
the eastern boundary for 180 miles. The 
Kansas, a noble river, navigable for steam- 
boats for about two hundred miles, flows 
through the centre of the Territary. The 
southern portion is watered by the Neosha, 
a branch of the Arkansas, and the head 
waters of the Osage. The Arkansas river 
rises in this Territory, but flows into the 
Cherokee county, about 150 miles. west of 
the Missouri line. ‘Ihe country is well 
watered by never-failing streams. Lime 
stone rock and stone coal is foundin abun- 
dance at different points. The following 
tribes of Indians now reside in this Terri- 
tory:—Ottoes, Missouries, Iowgs, Sacs, 
Foxes, Kickapoos, Delawares, Shawnees, 
Miamis, Weas, Piaukeshaws, Pottawota- 
mies, Wyandots, Kanzas and Osages. The

‘size. The building for No. 4, on Union St., 
between Kearny and Montgomery, is 100 feet 
long by 44 wide in the main, and 62 feet 


wide across the front projections ; two stories

ond 14 feet in the clear. The cost, exclusive

Epitor or tHe Paciric :—The following 
programme of an astronomical prize pro- 
posed by the Russian Imperial Academy 
of Sciences of St. Petersburg, at its public 
sitting of December 29th 1853, I have trans-. 
lated from the original document, for the con- ' 
venience of your scientific readers who may 

wish to compete for the prize. It comes al- 
most direct from the hands of the Emperor 
Nicholas, who has shown himself the munifi- 

cent friend of science on many occasions 
Its purpose is to obtain a complete mathe 

matical investigation of the circumstances at- 
tending, and the physical cause of the dis- 
ruption of Biela’s Comet, resulting in its sep- 
eration into two distinct bodies, which have 
continued to revolve in separate orbits around 
the sun—a_ phenomenon justly regarded as 
unique and the most astonishing that has oc- 
curred in the history of astronomy. The 
comet received its name from the astronomer 
Biela, who first investigated its orbit, on its 
appearance in the year 1826, proving it to be 
an ellipse of great eccentricity in which a 
revolution is performed in 2410 days, or about 
6 3-4 years. It first recorded appearance 
was in 1772, and again in 1805. It also ap- 
peared again, according .to the prediction, in 
1832, and-in 1846. Its erbit very nearly in- 
tersects that of our earth, and had the latter 
at the time of its passage in 1832, beena 
month in advance of its actual position, we 
should have had a collision with the comet. 
These circumstances render it an object of 
extraordinary interest, and gave rise to the 
proposal for a prize investigation in the fol- 
lowing terms,—“ The division of Biela’s com- 
et into two bodies, apparently separated by a 
void space, is a unique event in the annals of 
astronomy. This catastrophe, which occur- 
red in 1846, almost under the eyes of astron- 
omers, was followed by extraordinary changes 
in the appearance and builliancy of the ¢wo 
heads of the comet. Analagous changes 
were also repeated on its return in 1852, not- 
withstanding the considerable increase of 
distance of the two heads from each other. 
These show, as it would seem, the continued 
existence of a very remarkable mutual action. 
All these circumstances make Biela’s comet 
an object of the highest scientific interest. 


return in 1852, its observed positions were 
found to differ enormously from the epheme- 
ris previously calculated by Santini; and 
that it is yet undecided whether these differ- 
ences between the observed and computed 


perfections of the theory, or whether they 
have-been produced by forces which, arising 
from the division of the comet, have effected 
abrupt changes in its orbit. For this reason 
it has appeared to the Imperial Academy of 
Sciences that a rigorous -investigation of the 
orbit of this comet is a problem worthy to be 
proposed for the competition of astronomers 
and mathematicians, as a subject of an extra- 
ordinary prize. 

Considering, that at the present epoch, Tt 
isimpossible . to foresee all the consequences 
to which the investigations will lead, the 
| Academy deems it just to place but little re- | 
striction upon the problem to be resolved. 

The programme is summed up in the fol- 
lowing points: 

1. The Academy: requires a vigorons re- 

search of the elements of the orbit described 
by the centre of gravity of Biela’s Comet—a 
research which must be based on a minute 
discussion of all the observations obtained 
during the six. appearances of the comet ob- 
served between 1772 and 1852, taking ac- 
count of al] the perceptible perturbations pro- 
duced by the planets. 
2. In ease it shall be impossible to repre- 
sent satisfactorily, all the observations, by a 
single orbit, the investigation must be divided 
into two parts, one of which shall embrace 
the observations made from the earliest peri- 
od of its appearance down to the epoch of the 
separation of the two heads—the other to in- 
clude the observations made since that period 
to the present time. . 

3. The research ought to be directed par- 
ticularly to the mutuai relations of the two 
heads, for the purpose of determining not only 
the position of the centre of gravity between 
the two heads, but also, if possible, the laws 
by which the changes of their relative posi- 
tions have been effected. 

4. The competing memoir must be accom- 
panied with an ephemeris previously calcu- 
lated for the next return of the comet in 
1859. 

Considering the long and painful computa- 
tions-which the complete solution of this pro- 
blem will require, the Academy has fixed the 
first day of August 1857, as the time at which 
the memoirs intended for the competition are 
to be presented. The award of the prizes 
will be made at the public sitting of the 
Academy of that year. The, competing 
memoirs may be written either in Rus- 
sian, Latin, French, German or English. 
They shall be anonymous, but furnished 
with a device, and addressed ‘to the Im- 
perial Academy of Sciences. of St. Peters- 
burg.’ A sealed note annexed, bearing the 
same device as the memoir, shall contain the 
name and address of the author. The suc- 
cessful memoir will be published by the 
Academy, and its author shall have fifty 
copies-at his disposal. The notes attached 
to the unsuccessful memoirs, will be burned, 
anid the papers will be held at the disposal 
of their authors. The prize is fixed at 300 
ducats of Holland ($650). There is also a 
second prize proposed of 150 ducats of Hol- 
land ($325) for the next best memoir.”’

DepicaTion oF A Jewisn SynaGouur.— 
The Synagogue, nearly completed, situated 
on Stockton street, between Broadway anu 
Vallejo—the corner stone of which was laid 
in August—was dedicated on Friday last. 

The building is of brick, 55 feet long, 35 
feet wide and 30 high, presenting a neat, 
chaste front, and an interior of unadorned and 
tasteful simplicity. : 

On one side is the Ark—a _ kind of recess 
with folding doors, covered with rich velvet 
curtains—for the reception: of the books of 
‘the Law, written on parchment. In the cen- 
tre is an elevated platform, enclosed with 
railing, for the choir. The pulpit or desk 
where the Rabbi officiates is placed in front 
of the Ark. At one end of the Synagogue 
is a gallery for the exclusive use of the 
women—who among the Jews do not sit with 
the men. 

The oflicers of the Congregation, each 


bearing a scroll of the law, and headed by 


Rabbi Eckman, marched in procession into 
the room; and while the Rabbi took his 


gogue seven times. At the close of the sev- 
enth circuit, they stopped before the Ark and 
deposited in it the scrolls of the law. The 
Rabbi then read some passages from the old 
Testament, and the prayers, and followed 
witha brief, but eloquent and appropriate 
dedicatory sermon. |

It is an unusual thing for 
the dry season in this country. 


A correspondent of the Oregonian, says, in 
regard to the Egyptian wheat,—“ This wheat 
was grown upon the rocky soil peculiar to this 
immediate neighborhood, without irrigation 
or cultivation, and produced at the rate of 
over one hundred bushels per acre. I have 
counted the grains in an average sized ear, 
and found there were 176, which would make 
the yield from one grain sown, 1760 fold. It 
can be sown in the fall or spring, and I be- 


lieve it is the most prolific variety in the 


country.” 


Difficulties in Guyamas. 


We are indebted tothe Herald, of the 12th 
inst., for the following in relation to the oper- 
ations of Count Boulbon in Sonora. He land- 
ed in Guaymas about the 10th of August, 
and immediately placed himself at the head 
of the French troops in the service of Sonora. 
After organizing his forces which amounted 
to about 400 men, he turned them against 
the government. The Sonorians, aided by a 
German and an Insh company, with two 
cannon and a howitzer, repulsed the French 
with severe loss. | 

At length Count Boulbon, challenged the 
Colonel of the Sonorian forces to single com- 
bat, and as the combatants were approaching 
each other, Count B. received a severe wound 
in the neck, from a stray ball, which caused 
him to fall from his horse. 

The French then surrendered, Count B. 
was taken, and as the report goes, was to have 
been executed immediately. The loss on the 
part of the French. was ‘about one hundred 
killed.

Even 
the Hong Kong harbor boats are afraid to go 
outside the port, and boatmen who about a 
month ago would gladly have earned $5 to 
carry despatches to Canton, Cumsingmoon 
or Macao, will seareely now perform such 
service for any amount.. 

This sad state of aflairs has not arisen from 
any insurrectionary movement among the peo- 
ple, but from a general herding of the rutlians 
who so much abound ij this region, We are 
credibly informed that there is a general or- 
vanization of the Triadg throughout the whole 
South of China, and thaugh no alarmists, we 
fear there will be serious work before they 
ure put down.—Friend of China. 

A tabular statement in the Hong Kong Ga- 
zettee, gives the number of Chinese passen- 
vers that have left that port for California 
from Jan. Ist to June 30th 1854, as 13,120.

I had been there but a short time, when 

- the Commandant, brave old Gurley, whom

_ ver. An officer of the name of Elliott, was 
appointed to sncceed him; and you may 
judge of my mortification when I found it 
was my old enemy.- Much as it galled my 
pride, I was obliged here to submit to his 
authority; but I did, I assure you with a 
very bad grace. 

Elliott was essentially chapged since I 
had last known him; the impetuous, over- 
bearing boy had become a grave, quiet, re- 
served man, who could if he choose, render 
himself a very agreeable companion, but 
who seldom took the trouble to do it.— 
Many of the offiicers, however, and all the 
men, liked him very much; but, somehow, 
there seemed to be un impassable barrier 
fixed between him and me. I disliked his 
‘reserve, which I attributed to pride; and 
he complained of my boisterousness, as he 
was pleased to call it.
